The Secretary will report 
fully what took place at the conference in 
New York between himself and Mr. Wal- 
lace and Mr. Shonts, the President of the 
Panama Canal Commission. 

It was stated to-night most emphati-

ganization that Mr. Wallace's resigna- 
tion is not due to any friction between 
him and the Commission or Secretary 
Taft, or any official in the Government. 

“The War Department and the Com- 
mission has backed him up in every way 
possible since the reorganization,”’ said 
this officiai. ‘‘He has not asked for a 
thing that we have not sent him as 
speedily as we could. We have looked

BOSTON, June 27.—Secretary of War 
William H. Taft arrived here this after- 
noon from New Haven, where he had been 
attending the Yale commencement exer- 
cises. The Secretary will have a talk with 
President Roosevelt at Cambridge to-mor- 
row. 

The President did not see Mr. Taft to- 
day and has not yet been informed of the 
details of the discussion between the Sec- 
retary and Chief Engineer Wallace of the 
Panama Canal Commission. Secretary 
Taft had nothing to say for publication 
at this time regarding the Walidce case. 


NEW PLACE FOR WALLACE. 


Report That He Has Been Called to 
Another Undertaking. 
In connection with the reports that John 


Finley Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, had _ re- 


signed, it was stated yesterday that Mr. | 


Wallace was about to accept an impor- 
tant place in this country with more than 
twice the salary the Government paid 
him as active head of the Panama Canal 
construction. 

Theodore P. Shonts, President of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, would 
neither confirm nor deny the report of 
Mr. Wallace's resignation. Mr. Shonts 
was at the office of the Panama Rail- 
read Company, of which he has been 
the head since it was acquired by the 
Government. It was stated there that Mr. 
Wallace, though he is Vice President and 
Manager of the railroad, had not been at 
the office since his return from Panama 
last week. 

Mr. Wallace's friends still declare that 
he has been so hampered by red tape and 
politics that he found it impossible to ac- 
complish what he would had he been al- 
lowed a free hand. 

According to yesterday’s report, Mr. 
Wallace tendered his resignation Monday 
after a meeting witk Secretary Taft, Mr. 
Shonts, and William Nelson Cromwell, 
counsel to the commission, at the Man- 
hattan Hotel on Sunday forenoon. The 
meeting, which had been arranged to re- 
store something like harmonious relations 
between Mr. Wallace and Presidént 
Shonts, not only failed in its purpose, but 
is said to have ended in.a rather ani- 
mated exchange of views between Secre- 
tary Taft and Mr. Wallace, who is said 
to have given the Secretary of War to 
understand either he or Mr. Shonts must 
retire. 

Mr. Shonts said yesterday that he had 


no idea of resigning, and that whatever 
trouble there may have been between Mr. 
Wallace and the Secretary of War, he 
was not personally affected by it. 

There are two versions concerning the 
circumstances surrounding the resignation 
of Mr. Wallace. One is that the chief en- 

meer had been called upon to resign by 

cretary Taft. This is denied by the 
friends of Mr. Wallace, who declare that 
he had sickened of his job, and had re- 
turned for the express purpose of quit- 


ing.

| PRESIDENT HAD “BULLY” DAY, 


| Meets His Classmates of 25 Years Ago 
at Harvard.

BOSTON, June 27.—Despite the rain 
which every now and then descended in 
torrents, President Roosevelt, or rather 
Theodore Roosevelt, Harvard, ‘80, de- 
| scribed the first day of his reunion with 
his former college mates es “ bully.”” The 
occasion was the twenty-fifth anniversary 
| of the graduation of their class. 
| At 7 o’clock he alighted from his car 
| Riva at the Back Bay Station. There was 
| no crowd and the 200 policemen who had 
been detailed had nothing to do but look 
| their best. Bishop Lawrence was on hand 
j to meet him, and escorted by mounted 
|police the party drove back at a quick 
itrot to the Bishop's residence In Cam- 
bridge. Notwithstanding the rain, Mr. 
Roosevelt had the landau top rolled back 
and bowed and smiled at the few hundred 
persons who recognized him along the 
route. 

i When the carriage had entered the 
| grounds of the Bishop's place, secret serv- 
j ice men and  0plainclothes policemen 
seemed to spring up everywhere, and no 
one was admitted to the grounds unless 
he had real business there. 

President Eliot of Harvard arrived at 
8:15 o’clock, and joined the party at 
breakfast. Dr. Morgan, the eye special- 
ist, arrived soon after breakfast and was 
closeted with the President for half an 
hour, and at 10 o’clock Kermit Roosevelt 
arrived from Groton. 

The President received a steady stream 
of callers until 11 o'clock, when. with Ker- 
mit he drove to Chestnut Hill to call upon 
Mrs. Georgle, sister of the first Mrs. 
ltry cub, and then to the Oakley Coun-

“After June 7 Sweden had two alter- 
“Matives—one that of force, and the other 
reluctantly to accept dissolution. The ob- 
ject of war would be to compel Norway 
to retrace its action, but anger must not 
blind us to our own interests, and our in- 
terésts are against forcing Norway into 
any kind of a union. A conquered Nor- 
way, while of no advantage, would for- 
ever be a source of danger. Add to this 
the horrors of war and their enfeebling 

results—all are arguments against the 
employment of force. If not force, then it 
is best to assist in the dissolution of the 
union without harsher conditions than the 
future safety of the peninsula demands.” 

Pastor Waldenstrom, speaking in the 
House, said: 

“TI am against war, but it may have 
to come as a last resort.’’ 

Minister of Justice Berger defended the 
Cabinet and said that Sweden did not 
wish to force Norway unwillingly into a 
union. Such action would mean a suc- 
cession of rebellions which Sweden would 
have to suppress.

“The King does not approve the idea 
and will not consent thereto. The only 
condition under which his Majesty could 
reconsider this decision would be the un- 
expected expression of the wish of the 
Riksdag that a Prince of the House of 
Bernadotte should ascend the Norwegian 
throne.”’

PRESIDENT’S FAST AUTO. 


Washington Society Would Prosecute 
His Chauffeur.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The District 
Commissioners are being pursued by a 
local civic society because of their failure 
to have the President’s chauffeur prose- 
cuted for speeding his automobile faster 
than the pace allowed by law. The of- 
fense occurred a week ago last Sunday, 
when the President, with his son Theo- 
dore, Jr., went up to Great Falls in an 
automobile and got out and walked thir- 
teen miles of the return trip. 

Under orders from the Chief of Police, 
mounted officers had been stationed at 
intervals along the route to arrest auto- 
mobilists who violated the law by running 
too fast. It was the first day the police 
had tried to stop the scorching on the 
conduit road. The President’s chauffeur 
was one of the firat to attract the atten- 
tion of the officers, and he was twice 
stopped. Each time the officer, on riding 
up even with the machine and finding the 


way, having branches at Broadway and 
Forty-sixth Street and Madison Avenue 
and Fifty-ninth Street. It was founded in

"THROUGHOUT RUSSIA 


Barrizades in Odessa—Cossacks’ 
| Attack Repulsed. 


1,000 IN JAIL AT WARSAW

Troops Surround a Sccialist Meeting 


in a Forest Near Lodz and Fire 
Into It Without Warning. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, June 
28.—The wave of disorder rolling over 
Russia has appeared at Odessa, where a 
general strike has begun. There were sev- 
jora collisions between the military and 
ithe strikers on Monday night and yes- 


terday, In two of which volleys were fired 
by the troops. 


No report of the extent of the casual- 


ties has been received, the official state- 
ment dealing only with the encounter on - 
‘Monday night, in which, it is said, two 
persons were killed. 

There was another encounter yesterday 
; afternoon, and a number of attacks were 
made on individual policemen. A press 
dispatch received last night said that 400 
armed workmen built barricades in @ 
;suburb and repulsed the attack of a com- 
|pany of Cossacks. Reinforcements of 
three companies of Cossacks were sent 
to the suburb, but the result of their at~ 
tack on the strikers is not yet known. 

There is little news from Poland. Suéb 
advices as have arrived here from War- 
saw indicate that the authorities are keep- 
ing the situation pretty well in hand. The’ 
ringleaders of the agitators are being ar- 
rested by the wholesale, over a thousand

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YALE’S ENDOWMENT 


University Now Will Have 
Enough for. Self-Support. 


EXAMINATIONS TO STAND 


Mathematics and Language Tests 
WIIl Not Be Abandoned—Dif- 
fers from Harvard. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 27.—Presi- 
dent Arthur T. Hadley delivered his an- 
nual report on Yale University affairs at 
the genera] meeting of the alumni held 
to-day in Alumni Hall. Nearly 1,000 grad- 
uates attended the meeting. 

President Hadley announced that Sec- 
retary Stokes had been of late raising 
funds for the general endowment of the 
university and had already obtained a 
large sum and one considerably greater 
in amount than the other contributions 
of the year, but that a statement as to 
the amount would have to be postponed. 
He also.said that largely as a result of 
the wise management of Treasurer Mc- 
Clung, last year’s deficit of $70,000 had 
been annulled, and that at the end of the 
present financial year the Treasurer's re- 
port would show that the university had 
been self-supporting. 

Under the head of requirements for ad- 
mission, President Hadley said: ‘‘ The 
subject of our examination must be such 
as to prove whether the student can or 
cannot pursue our courses to advantage. 
‘We must have enough mathematics to 
test the power of precise thought and 
enough language to test the power of pre- 
cise expression. We cannot allow other 
subjects to be substituted for these mere- 
ly because we believe it is a good thing to 
have these other subjects taught in our 
schools. In this respect our policy has 
differed radically from that of Harvard. 
We shall probably continue to hold sep- 
arate examinations instead of joining with 
other colleges.’’ 

He also made a plea for the democratic 
spirit. 

“The figures of the Dean’s report show 
the mischief which ® done when fresh- 
men and sophomores sacrifice their in- 
tellectual prospects to their social ones, 
real or supposed, by seeking the more 
luxurious and less democratic quarters 


which private houses afford,’ he said. 
**So0 many of these men get dropped that 
the evil tends to correct itself, 
is an unsatisfactory way of making the 
correction.”’

SAD ISOLATION OF THE RICH. 


Benjamin Ide Wheeler Points Out 
Misfortunes of Wealthy Caste. 


HANOVER, N. H., June 27.—At a pub- 
lic meeting of the Alumni Association of 
Dartmouth College to-day President Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler of the University of 
California spoke on “The Abundant 
Life.” 

“We are living in days of abundance. 
The economic conditions of the last ten 
years have suddenly produced a porten- 
tously numerous class of American be- 
ings, whose whole strength and wit are 
completely absorbed in devising the means 
of spending any reasonable proportion of 
their income. Their money has torn them 


away from the ordinary standards of 
home and civic life, created a new set of 
conditions for them, made them its serv- 
ants. They change their abiding place 
with the seasons, have no heme, and have 
= where they vote. 

“The sudden dislodgment of life condi- 
tions produced by the rapid access of 
wealth, in the case of such as allow their 
lives to be mastered by material wealth, 
commonly results in a’ pitiful maladjust- 
ment of machinery to work demanded. A 
man buys more villas than he can live in, 
more clothes than he can wear, and more 
yachts than he san sail, and then he fills 

is life with false movements in a nerv- 
ous attempt to keep the machinery going. 

“One of the saddest features of lives 
ursued by wealth consists in their iso- 
ation from humanity. People who main- 
tain steam yachts and dine Frenchfully 
at night and flit between Lenox and 
Newport and Palm Beach and Homburg 
are naturally and automatically driven 
into the society of the like conditioned 
and bound there. Their sons attend the 
same expensive academies, their daugh- 
ters are polished off at the same élite 
schools, their sons and daughters meet 
together and they intermarry and inter- 
divorce, and the caste of the great rich 
emerges. 

‘““Sound judgment and clear prospective 
in the motives and movements of human 
life are seldom found among these people 
= the caste who drag the golden ball and 
chain.”’

REVIEWS CHINESE TROOP 


He Represents the Opposition to 
the Dowager Empress. 


HAS RED AND BLUE BUTTON 


Escort Bears Flags Instead of Rifles 
In Deference to Wishes of 
the Police. 


~~ 

His Excellency Kang Yu Wei of China, 
head of the Chinese Reform Association, 
who has been traveling through Asia, 
Europe, and America in the interests of 
that organization, arrived in this city yes- 
terday afternoon. Local Chinamen have 
been anxiously awaiting his arrival. For 
weeks the young men of Chinatown have 
been drilling to form a special escort for 
him. 

Kang Yu's dress proclaimed him an im- 
portant person. His small black skull 
cap showed the red button indicating a 
mandarin’s rank, and on the front was 
the blue button of a still higher order. 
His “pig tail’’ was of the length per- 
mitted only to titled men. He wears 
gold-bowed spectacles and a thin mus- 
tache. 

His jacket was of plum-colored silk with 
large black ornaments. It was trimmed 
with yellow braid. 

The voluminous skirts were of terra 
cotta, a bright green sash was worn 
about the waist, and high black silk Chi- 
nese boots completed the costume. 

Kang Yu arrived at Jersey City over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad from Washing- 
ton, where he had visited President 
Roosevelt. There he was met by the 
company of Chinamen who have trained 
so assiduously to act as his escort. 

Prior to his arrival this company as- 
sembled at 9 Mott Street, the headquar- 
ters of the Empire Reform Association. 
There were seventy young Chinamen, 
under the commanad of Major McVickar 
of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, who has 
been drilling them for some time. 

Because of an order by the police, the 
men did not carry guns, but bore flags 
instead. There were both American and 
Chinese flags, as well as the flag of the 
Reform Association. 

This detachment, headed by a platoon 
of police and the Epworth Band, marched 
to the Cortlandt Street Ferry, where they 
boarded a ferryboat for Jersey City to 
meet the distinguished Chinaman. Kang 
Yu awaited them in the large trainshed 
of the Pennsylvania station. With him 
was his daughter, who wore conventicnal 
BHuropean attire; Kang Yu's secretary, 
Chee Kog Hean; Gen. Homer Lee, and 
Capt. Ben C, Young. The Rev. Frederick 
Poole, Chaplain of the Third Chinese 
Regiment, was also present. 

The seventy troopers presented flags 
when his Excellency marched toward 
them, and he passed down between the 
two files and thus marched on board’ The 
boat, 

On the boat Kang Yu, through an in- 
terpreter, said: 

‘I had a very fine interview last Sat- 
urday with President Roosevelt at the 
White House. He was very cordial. The 
President was the best ruler I ever saw.” 

When the New York shore was reached 
ths Envoy was escorted to 9 Mott Street, 
where he held a _ reception. The uni- 
formed Chinamen again lined either side 
of the street, and Kang Yu, on alighting 
from the barouche, went to the middle of 
the street and made a deep bow to them. 
He was extremely affable, and shook 
hands with all who were in European cos- 
tume, but when six Chinese merchants 
came up he shook his own hands. 

Later Kanhg Yu said, through an inter- 
preter: 


“The Reform Association 


is growin 
throughout the _ world. ji 


We have several 


{millions now—I don’t know the exact 


number. I am quite certain that a great 
change is coming in China. The Empress 
Dowager alone stands in our way. Last 
year six Chinese foreign Ambassadors 
and seven Viceroys petitioned the Em- 
peror for a Constitution, and withoyt any 
anticipation of cotring it; but now they 
{have hope of getting it.’’ 

“Do you expect help from Japan?”’ he 
| Was asked. 

He smiled and replied: 

“China needs no help. It is a great 
country, full of undeveloped resources. 
| Europe broke the ground of modern civ- 
iilization; America weeded the ground; 
| Japan cooked the rice, .and it remains 
‘for China to eat it.’ 

An informal dinner with his staff was 
‘held at the headquarters after the recep- 
|tion. Later Kang Yu drove to the Wal- 
| dorf-Astoria, where he will stop while in 
jthe city. He is traveling leisurely, and 
}expects to pass two years with his re- 
jtinue going over the United States and 
jthe South and Central American States. 
Because of his activity in behalf of the 
Reform Association, especially during the 
100 days that the Emperor of China act- 
ually held sway over his people in 1898, 
the erere Dowager has offered a re- 
ward of $100,000 to any one bringing 
him into her presence.

MITCHELL TRIAL CLOSING. 


Senator Fails to Take the Stand in His 
Own Defense. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, June 27.—United 
States Senator John H. Mitchell did not 
testify for himself to-day in the land 
fraud cases. The case for the defense 
was rested within an hour after the court 
had been called to order.

Andersen flung off his coat and plunged 
after her. It seemed long before he rose 
to the surface, but when he did he held 
Theresa Kelly by the hair. He swam with 
her toward the sea wall, and when a rope 
was thrown to him he fastened it about 
her and directed the work of getting her 
out. She was revived by an ambulance 
surgeon and sent to the House of Relief. 

The crowd cheered when Andersen 
scrambled ashore. He laughed and went 
into the Subway boiler house and dried 
his clothes. 


WAS A NUN 53 YEARS. 


Mother Liguori Dead In Baltimore 
After Strange Iliness.

BALTIMORE, June 27.—Mother Liguori, 
who was Katherine Leigh of Philadelphia, 
one of the oldest nuns in the United States 
and a member of the Order of St. Joseph, 
died yesterday at the convent of St. Mary 
Star of the Sea Church, Riverside and 
Battery Avenues.

NEWSPAPERS JOIN BOYCOTT 


Refuse American 
Exciusion from Hawall and the 
Phillippines the Chief Issue. 


PHKING, June 27.—The question of Chi- 
mese exclusion from the United States 
continues chiefly to occupy the attention 
of the Chinese. The extent and depth of 
the feeling manifested astonish foreign- 
ers, and are regarded as an evidence of 
the growth of a national sentiment and 
public spirit which five years ago would 


have been inconceivable. 


Among many instances cited as evidence 
of this it is said that a Chinese comprador 
has refused a lucrative appointment with 
Advertisements 
of American goods continue to be refused 
by the native newspapers, and letters and 
telegrams from all parts of China, as well 


an American company. 


as from abroad, are being received, urg- 
ing the central Government to take a firm 
stand. 


The chief obstacle to a settlement is the 


question of exclusion of coolies from Ha- 
wail and the Philippines. It is urged that 


there is no reasonable objection to the 
landing of coolies in Hawaii, where they 


do not compete with American labor, 
while Chinese immigration has long been 
established in the Philippines. 

These points the Chinese regard as es- 
sential, but it is thought unlikely that 
they will be conceded by the American 
Government, hence the apparent dead- 
lock. With a view to facilitating a settle- 
ment, China yesterday proposed a special 
mission to Washington, but American 
Minister Rockhill declined to entertain the 
idea. The Chinese deplore the risk of losing 
American good-will, but claim to have 
genuine, legitimate grievances. 

Meantime the boycott of goods from 
the United States continues, and the anti- 
American campaign is increasing in vigor 
The American Minister has appealed to 
the Board of Foreign Affairs to check 


the movement, and Viceroy Yuan of Pe- | 


chi-Li Province has issued a proclamation 
on the subject, but its efficacy is consid- 
ered doubtful. 


BIG ORDER FOR CARTRIDGES. 


War Department Seeks the Co-opera- 
tion of Private Plants. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—A contract 
for 9,000,000 rounds of ball cartridges was 
awarded to-day by Acting Secretary Oli- 
ver of the War Department, the contract 
being divided equally among the Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Company, 
Union Metallic Cartridge Company, and 
the United States Cartridge Company. 
The bid of the three companies was iden- 
tical in every particular, the price of each 
being $42.50 per thousand rounds. In 
making the award Gen. Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance, said: 

** Although the price bid is very high, 
and the establishments having plants 
have not chosen to compete with each 
other, I nevertheless consider it desirable 
that private plants shall be prepared for 
and have experience in the manufacture 
of small arms ammunition, which is need- 
ed so desperately and in such large quan- 
tities in time of war.” 

Gen. Crozier expressed the hope that 
after the adaptation of their plants to 
the manufacture of the Government am- 


munition there would be 
among the manufacturers. 

The original proposal called for bids on 
15,000,000 rounds, but owing to the evident 
jack of competition the amount was cut 
to 9,000,000 rounds. 


KILLED BY CABLE CAR. 


Subway Employe Crushed by Giant 
Deadfall on a Curve. 


One man was killed and another had a

Bronx end of the tunnel, one of the spools | 


toppled over, crushing Draper. Doolan 
leaped from the car just in time to save 
his life. Doolan shouted to the engineer 
to stop, and with the aid of several men 
succeeded in dragging Draper's body from 
under the spool.

Demands as to a Conference on 
Morocco Not Modified. 


AGREEMENT EXPECTED SOON 


Belief That France Will Give Way— 
President Roosevelt Trying to 
Prevent a Crisis ? 


PARIS, June 27.—Germany’s reply to 
the French note on the subject of Morocco 
was presented at a conference at the For- 
eign Office to-day between Prince von 
Radolin, the German Ambassador, and 
Premier Rouvier. While most friendly in 
form and entirely lacking a peremptory 
tone, Germany’s response none the less 
|} maintains the position that the Moroccan 
| question must be regulated by a confer- 
}ence of the powers without any agreement 
|in advance Mmiting the scope of such con- 
ference. This was accompanied by the 
| presentation of Germany’s general point 
of view in such an amicable spirit as to 
disarm the suspicion entertained concern- 
ing Germany's ulterior motives. 

Prince von Radolin remained after the 
presentation of the note for a lengthy con- 
versation in which Germany’s desire for 
an amicable adjustment of the difficulty 
was further expressed. 

It is thought that Premier Rouvier will 
be prepared to terminate the controversy 
either by accepting the conference or sub- 
| mitting counter-proposals. However, he 
|informed Prince von Radolin that no de- 
cision would be taken until the German 
| note had been submitted to the Council of 
| Ministers at its next regular meeting, 
which takes place on Friday. It is the 
general expectation that an agreement 
will be reached on the basis of a con- 
| ference. 

Tension in official quarters has notably 
‘diminished, and this is only explainable 
on the theory that a conference will be 
| accepted, as Germany’s response does not 
|}make any notable concession. However,

THE CZAR AND REFORM. 

We have frequently pointed out that 
the question of peace in Russia is very 
closely connected with the question of 
peace in Asia.

THE LAW OF THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

The opinion of the Attorney General 
that the eight-hour law of 1892 applies

TRAIN ACCELERATION. 

The vacillation of the New York Cen- 
tral management between the eighteen 
and the twenty hour schedule for the 
Twentieth Century New York-Chicago 
Express is calculated to leave the pub- 
lic much in doubt as to the whole 
|subject of long-distance runs at high 
speed. 

To simplify the discussion of this in- 
teresting question it may be conceded 
that under favorable conditions much 
higher speeds than are now averaged 
are possible, and that high speed and 
safety are not necessarily inconsistent. 
The fact that train movement has been 
gradually accelerated from year to year 
warrants the belief that this process will 
go on without interruption until a run 
to Chicago in sixteen, fifteen, or even 
fourteen hours will be less remarkable 
than one in eighteen hours now ap- 
pears. But it should need no argument 
to show that a gain in train speeds 
without measurable increase of risk to 
life and limb ts best attained by sys- 
tematic work all along the line. It 
should begin by saving seconds wher- 
ever seconds may be saved, until the

Sooner or later the 
strain will come upon it, and it will 
snap. 

To decide upon train acceleration as 
|an incident of business competition is 
extremely dangerous, especially when 
life and limb are put in jeopardy. The 
organization of a railroad is never 
| ready for it; for savings of seconds and 
| minutes it is always ready, if the work 
is done which makes it possible. This 
iview of the matter is not one which 
| discourages progress. The fast train 
| destroyed at Mentor was wrecked by a 
|misplaced switch, this switch was 
locked open and the signal light was 
out. It is the inevitable conclusion 
that at least three essential con- 
ditions of safety had been 
looked. It may also be profitable to 
remember that a train as generally ad- 
vertised as this would necessarily at- 
tract a great deal of attention, and that 
persons with morbid impulses would for 
that reason be the more likely to plan 
\its destruction if opportunity offered. 
This means increased vigilance, which 
at Mentor, in the case of a switch 
pointing against the traffic and a light 
in front of the station, seems to have 
been wholly relaxed. In a word, the 
least of the problems in train accelera- 
tion is to run trains faster. That can 
be done with present engines much be- 
yond a mile a minute for long dis-

Perils of Old Prescriptions. 


From The London Mail. 

There must be an immense number of old 
medical prescriptions stored away in domestic 
cupboards in England whose use would not only 
no longe® benefit patients for whom they were 
originally intended, but would work positive 
harm to them. 

This point was emphasized at an inquest on 
Wednesday, at which it was stated that the 
deceased, a waiter named Thomas Wright, had 
been taking medicine made up from an old pre- 
scription, and the,Coroner pointed out that a 
great deal of damage was done by that prac- 
tice, 

‘Old prescriptions are treasured by the ig- 
norant,’’ said a chemist. ‘‘ Ten-year-old pre- 
scriptions are quite frequently brought to us 
to make up, and only yesterday I made up a 
harmless one dated 1894. 

** Drug habits may be acquired through these 
old prescriptions. A drug which may be of the 
greatest possible benefit during an illness as 
a sedative will lay the foundations of morphia- 
mania or some other form of narcotic poison- 
ing. 

‘“* What Is really needed is a ‘time limit’ for 
prescriptions. The doctor should be required 
to mark on his prescription the number of 
times it may be made up, and when that num- 
ber is reached it should be canceled.”’ 


Motor Car Fines in England. 

A lawyer complains in The Pall Mall Gazette 
of London against the absurd local vart- 
ability of penalties for excessive speed. What 
costs an offender £10 in one district is only 
forty shillings’ worth in another; and a sched- 
ule shows that the average rate varies from 
£7 in Kingston, Southampton, and Cullompton 
(Devon) to thirty shillings in Guildford and 
Epsom. It is ridiculous and unfair, undoubt- 
edly, but we do not quite see how it ts to be 
obviated. Even Judges of the High Court vary 
as to the penalties they inflict for the same 
offenses, and country benches naturally vary 
in accordance with local feeling. No cast iron 
rule is possible, since the fine must obviously 
depend on the circumstances of the particular 
case, If the speed limit is retained, probably 
some general average will work itself out in 
time. Meanwhile a motorist can only keep 
on the safe side by being careful not to trans- 
gress anywhere.

What Shall Be Done with Sewage ? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

WIll you allow me to bring to the minds of 
your readers an impression which has been 
caused by a certain undesirable condition—in 
fact, a blemish—on the city’s prided cleanness? 

We are all more or less alive to the fact 
that our rivers and harbor are our cesspool; 
|} none would probably be ready to deny the 
fact. It would not be difficult, furthermore, 
for most of us to prove to ourselves, by infer- 
ence, that this polluting of our waters is in- 
creasing in extent. 

Without attempting an elaborate argument, I 
will put my proposition in the following sim-

SAYS SENATE COMMITTE 


Unanimous Vote by Eight Mem- 
bers—Brackett Prepares Report. 


OTHER JUSTICES THREATENED 


Talk of Bringing Up More Scandals 
If the Legislature Should Vote 
Against Hooker. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 27:—By unanimous vote 
of the members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee present at to-day’s meeting it 
Was decided that the Legislature has the 
constitutional power to remove Justice 
Warren B. Hooker by a two-thirds vote of 
both branches if the charges brought 
against him are deemed sufficient to war- 
rant such action. The members of the 
committee present were Senator Brack- 
ett, Chairman, and Senators Allds, Page, 
Raines, Davis, Lewis, McCarren, and 
Grady. 

The committee adopted and will report 
the findings of the Assembly committee 
against Justice Hooker. Its report sus- 
taining the jurisdiction of tne Legislature 
has been prepared by Senator Brackett 
and will be presented to the Senate to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Senator Brackett’s report cites various 
suthorities to justify the contention of 
the committee. The most closely paral- 
leled case to that of Justice Hooker which 
the committee found was that of a Judge 
in Massachusetts in the fifties. He was 
also United States Commissioner. As 
United States Commissioner he sent back 
a fugitive slave to one of the Southern 
States. 
@Vendell Phillips, who began an agitation 
for his removal by the Legislature when 
Nathaniel P. Banks was Governor. The 
‘Legislature removed him for his action on 
the ground of moral unfitness. 

If Justice Hooker is removed it is said 


here to-night that agitation will be at | 


gnce started for the removai of several 
other Judges on similar charges. It is as- 
serted that ample proof is available that 
other Judges have provided berths for 
their relatives at the expense of the State, 
no services being performed in some in- 
stances. It is also declared that charges 


of moral turpitude for other offenses 
could be brought against certain Judges. 
It is possible that the talk of this kind 
is being indulged in by friends of Justice 
Hooker for the purpose of impressing 
members of the Legislature with the grav- 
ity of the step they are about to take. 
The fact that charges reflecting on other 
members of the judiciary have been bruit- 
ed about, however, causes the threaten- 
ing talk to be regarded seriously. 
Seme.members of the Legislature say 
that if other Judges have been guilty of 
conduct as reprehensible as that which is 
charged against Justice Hooker they 
would not hesitate to vote for their re- 
moval. But the more conservative see in 
the prospect of action against several 
Judges a menace to hamonious relations 
between the Legislature and the judiciary. 


HERRICK QUITS AS BANKER. 


Ohio Governor Resigns as President 
of Cleveland Savings Society.

Six veteran horses of the New York 
Fire Department sold at auction yester- 
day at the hospital and training stables 
of the department were all bid in by 
Nicholas F. Brady, son of Anthony N.

They are to live in the country at ease 
and have no work to do for the rest of 
their lives.

GROUT TO BONDING CONCERNS 


They Must Show Him That Their As- 
sets Cover Their Liabilities. 


Controller Grout announeed yesterday 
that he intended to start an investigation 
of the bonding companies doing business 
with the city to ascertain the proportion 
of their assets as compared with the vol- 
ume of business they are doing. He fears 
that some companies are handling more 
business than their resources warrant. He 
has written to each of the companies re- 


questing them to have representatives at 
his office at noon to-day to make sugges- 
tions or arguments on the subject. 

The Controller also has issued the fol- 
lowing order covering the surety com- 
panies: 

‘Each surety company whose bonds or 
undertakings on contracts are held by the 
City of New York is required to file with 
this department within thirty days a de- 
tailed and exact statement of the collat- 
eral or indemnity or-reinsurance held by 
it as against its liability on such outstand- 
ing bond or undertaking. Hereafter no 
bond or undertaking on contracts will be 
approved unless the collateral or indem- 
nity or reinsurance held by the surety 
company is also submitted and approved. 

‘“* While in the nature of things the con- 
tingent liability expressed in the total of 
such bonds or undertakings can to only 
a small degree mature into actual liabil- 
ity, ‘yet the disproportion between the 
total of such contingent Nabilities of dif-
